SCOPE 


Reporting to the Coordinator, Digital Fabrication (direct supervision) and functionally to Supervisor, Academic 
and Research Facilities, Faculty of Fine Arts, the incumbent acts as a resource person for faculty and students 
on matters related to the Digital Fabrication shop maintenance, equipment, and safety practices. They will also 
functionally supervise casual staff as well as work-study students. 


PRIMARY RESPONSIBILITIES 


Assist students in the realization of their projects. Advise them on chronology and techniques to follow for 
the realization of their projects. 

Assist in troubleshooting workshop facilities, equipment and experiments. 

Assist in ensuring equipment is functional and that all supplies are available when required. 

Help maintain and enforce all relevant health & safety standards within the shop. 

Help perform, document, and update a risk assessment of the shop’s equipment, facilities, and processes. 
Operate, maintain, and troubleshoot machinery, tools, and related instruments. Make recommendations 
for new purchases and equipment upgrades. 

Instruct students, staff, and faculty on the use of specialized equipment. 

Assist in maintaining an inventory of the stock of materials. 

Train and supervise Assistant Technicians. 

Monitor health and safety procedures, instruct students and faculty on health and safety regulations and new 
procedures, and implement WHMIS. 

Other responsibilities such as researching new products and equipment, preparing of technical handouts, 
updating processes.
